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EDITORIAL 


Our Training Centre, Besant Park in Dodballapur, wit- 
nessed some hectic activity during the month of December 
1980, when, State Headquarters staged a large gathering of 
Scouters and Guiders from all over the State, the Indaba. 
The word Indaba is of a South African tribal origin 
which means an assembly of elders of the tribe who meet 
together periodically to discuss about the activities and 
the welfare of the tribe. While the elders are thus 
engaged, the younger people of the tribe make themselves 
happy and merry by dancing and singing. 


The Scouters’ and Guiders’ Indaba, was inaugurated by the 
Hon'ble Chief Minister Sri R. Gundu Rao and the 
Valedictory function was held with His Excellency 
the Governor Sri Govind Narain presiding. In between 

_ these two functions, there was a Grand Camp-fire with 
Sri T.S. Narayana Rao, Education Secretary, Government 
of Karnataka as Chief Guest. 


The Indaba discussed many important topics connected 
with the well-being of the Movement in the State and 
especially devoted much of the time for going into the 
details concerning the implementation and execution of 
the Ten-Year Development Plan for improving the 
quantitative and qualitative growth of the Movement in 
the State during the next ten years, starting from 1981-82. 
The State Association has asked the Government fora 
special grant every year under the Plan Budget and we 
hope that our request for this grant would be sympatheti- 
cally considered and the funds required for the Develop- 
ment Plan of the State Association would be sanctioned. 


Valedictory Address at the Scouters and Guiders INDABA 
at Besant Park, Doddaballapur, on Sunday the 14th December 1980 


Excerpts from the address by the Governor : 


“It is a great pleasure for me and my 
wife to associate ourselves with the 
INDABA, the Conference of Scouters 
and Guiders at this delightful training 
camp, Besant Park, Doddaballapur. It 
is more tban four decades ago that Besant 
Park, Doddaballapur, was chosen as a 
perfectly suitable place for the establish- 
ment of a Central Scout Camp for the 
State. Since then, this spacious camp of 
over a 100 acres has been developed 
continually and is to-day remarkably 
well equipped with all the amenities and 
facilities for training and camping. 
I understand that such are the amenities 
available here that the camp has been 
utilised even by the National Head- 
quarters of the Bharat Scouts and Guides 
to conduct their advanced courses. [am 
very happy to find that another State 
training centre has come up during the 
70's at Kondajji and the required 
facilities and equipment have equally well 
been provided there too. My wife and 
I were very happy to visit that place also. 


‘Tl understand that the INDABA was 
inaugurated two days ago and you have 
had fruitful discussions and worked out 
not only a worth while annual programme, 
but also a perspective plan for the next 
ten years. It is well that a conference of 
adult leaders of the movement such as 
this was convened not only to discuss in 
depth the problems pertaining to the 
future progress of Scouting and Guiding 
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in the State, but also to exchange views 
and prepare plans for the year as a whole, 
as also for the 80’s’’ “‘Planning helps in 
considering all relevant factors in advance 
and in developing a realistic programme 
of action which is result-oriented.’’ ‘‘We 
live at atime of rapid social and economic 
changes, particularly in a developing 
country like ours. The situation in which 
we stand today is totally different from 
the position afew years earlier. So, we 
have to reformulate our plans and pro- 
grammes to suit the changed tastes and 
moods, as well as the real requirements of 
the present generation and the present 
situation in the country.”’ 


“*It is pleasant to know that the then 
State of Mysore was the first among the 
then Indian States to start Scouting. 
Government initiated Scouting as early as 
in 1917 to inculcate ‘“‘loyalty, patriotism 
and esprit-de-corps’? among boys and 
Iam told that the first troops were 
established early in 1918 within a decade 
of the commencement of the international 
Scouting movement. 


As a Patron of the Bharat Scouts and 
Guides, Karnataka, I am proud to learn 
that the world organisation of the Scout 
movement has expressed its appreciation 
for the fine reputation enjoyed by Scout- 
ing in Karnataka.’’ ‘‘The first All-India 
Rally was held in Nandi in December 1921 
while a State Rally had been held earlier 
in the previous year. The first Mysore 
State Scout Conference was held in 1923.°’

“It was during 1936-37 also that Mysore 
had the distinction of organising Rural 
Scouting for the first time in India. The 
Scouting Movement in Mysore enjoyed 
the powerful patronage and support of 
the then Royal House. The then Yuvaraja 
of Mysore was himself the Chief Scout 
for the State and the Chief Cub was the 
then Prince, Prince Jaya. After the 
achievement of our independence the 
Boy Scouts of Mysore became transformed 
in 1952 into the Bharat Scouts and Guides, 
Karnataka, becoming thus a distinguished 
member of the All-India Scouting and 
Guiding organisation and since then, 
Karnataka has maintained its distinction 
with many President’s awards and badges 
and with effective social welfare and 
Shramadan camps regularly organised 
throughout the State every year to its 
credit. I am glad to learn that the third 
National Jamboree was organised in 1960 
in Bangalore in which as many as 10,000 
Scouts and Guides from all parts of 
the country participated. With such a dist- 
inguished tradition behind it, the Bharat 
Scouts and Guides, Karnataka, surely have 
a most brilliant future before them and 
Iam certain that the plans that you have 
drawn up will carry you forward at as 
fast a pace as possible in that direction. 


“While in 1918, the strength of the 
Scouting movement in the State consisted 
of 85 Troops and 850 Scouts, the strength 
had grown by 1970-71 to 15,751 Scouts 
and 746 Guides. During the last ten 
years, there has been considerable 
expansion and in 1979-80, the strength 
had risen to 44,578 Scouts and 16,286 
Guides. These statistics have important 
implications. One is, that the progress 
in the growth of Guiding is a bit slower. 
Secondly, the Scouting and Guiding 
movement appears to have left uncovered 
large extents of rural areas in spite of the 


fact that this State was the first to plan 
Systematically for Rural Scouting. 
The movement has not spread evenly all 
over the State. Lastly, compared with the 
Massive strength of boys and girls in our 
schools, the present percentage of Scouts, 
Guides among them is abysmally low, 
being less than 3 among boys and less 
than 1.5 among girls. It is gratifying, 
therefore, that the State Scouting organi- 
sation has conceived a bold plan for an 
impressive expansion of coverage in the 
next ten years at a modest cost of a little 
over Rs. 16 lakhs for the Sixth Plan and 
of Rs. 12 lakhs for the Seventh Plan. The 
investment is proposed mostly for the 
purpose of training Scoutmasters and 
Guide Captains, Cubmasters and Flock 
Leaders. The objective is to ensure that 
no school in the State will remain untou- 
ched by the movement by 1990-91. Iam 
sure Government will be giving these 
proposals its most sympathetic considera- 
tion. 


“The Scouting movement represents 
the largest uniformed youth movement 
in the world. It aims at fostering the 
spirit of adventure in our boys and girls, 
at building up team spirit, at strengthen- 
ing a disposition for an active life, at 
inculcating the right values at a most 
impressionable age, at instilling a spirit 
of camaraderie and of public service 
and, in short, at developing character 
and personality. The Patrol System 
helps our boys and girls to work collective- 
ly in organised groups. Outdoor activities 
such as hiking, camping, nature rambles, 
rock climbing and swimming promote 
optimum physical development and 
robust health. The development of a 
variety of skills and the cultivation of a 
variety of hobbies instill in our boys and 
girls a sense of the dignity of manual 
labour, and a spirit of enterprise and 
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self-reliance, along with inspiring them 
with the thrill of creative work. The 
habit which is inculcated in them of 
doing daily Good Turns promotes 
humanitarianism of the highest kind. 
The various public service activities and 
programmes in which they are involved 
like shramadan and relief activities in 
times of floods and droughts and rural 
reconstruction work prepare them for 
rendering efficient service to society and 
to the country to the best of their abilities 
in their later years. One cannot think of 
any activity more effective than Scouting 
and Guiding as a complementary system 
of education, as it helps to build character 
and personality and prepares our children 
and youth for their responsible role of 
citizenship in a democratic and develop- 
ing society. This is what is needed most in 
our country to-day, the preparation of the 
future generation with men and women 
of character, ability and a proper sense 
of values and with dedication and devotion 


to public service and to human welfare.’’ 


I am sure that you have been render- 
ing very valuable service to the country 
in redesigning the Scouting and Guiding 
programmes as to make for the qualita- 
tive as well as for the quantitative progress 
of a most desirable movement. 


Dear friends, my wife had the 
pleasure of distributing the Certificates to 
the participants in this INDABA. It is now 
my pleasant duty as well as hers to extend 
to you all our most cordial good wishes 
for success in your plans for the expansion 
of the movement in the coming decade, 
as well as for redesigning the program- 
ming of the movement to make it more 
relevant so that the movement may 
facilitate the training of our youth to take 
their rightful place and play their respon- 
sible role in national development. May 
God grant you all full happiness and 
SUCCESS. |

The Registration Office 
was brisk in registering the participants 
throughout the day. The Sub-Camp 
Chiefs received the members over a 
sumptious breakfast and housed them in 
their respective shelters. 


In the afternoon at 2-30 p.m. the 
participants gathered at the Open-Air 
Theatre and the Director of the Indaba 
introduced the staff members, Sub-Camp 
Chiefs and the resource personnel. The 
programme copy of the Indaba was 
supplied to the participants and explained. 
We had some visiting Guiders from South 
Africa, USA and U.K. who were intro- 
duced to our Scouters and Guiders. The 
foreign Guiders entertained the assembly 
with songs. 


After Tea at 4.00 p.m. the partici- 
pants assembled to receive the Hon’ble 
Chief Minister of Karnataka, SriR. Gundu 
Rao. 


Atsi5:10 spies USris+Re) Gundu 
Rao and Sri . Kagodu Thimmappa, 
Minister for P.W.D. arrived. The State 
Chief Commissioner, Sri Kondajji 
Basappa received them. An impressive 
guard of Honour by selected Scouters and 
Guiders was presented to the Chief 
Minister. The Officers of the State 
Association were introduced. The Chief 
Minister and the P.W.D. Minister were 
taken in a procession with the Scout band 
to the Open-Air Theatre, where the Chief 
Minister was invested as the Vice—Patron 
of the Bharat Scouts & Guides, Karnataka 
State. The State Chief Commissioner 
administered the Promise to the Chief 
Minister and the Minister for P.W.D. in- 
vested him with the badge of the Vice- 
Patron. 


The State Commissioner (S), Sri V. P. 


Deenadayalu Naidu, welcomed the Chief 
Minister and the Minister for Public 
Works Department, and the assembled 
Scouters and Guiders, and the other 
distinguished guests. 


The Chief Minister in his inaugural 
address to the Indaba asked the Scout- 
masters and Guide Captains to find out 
the reasons for the tardy growth of the 
Scout and Guide movement and observed 
that though the Scout Movement was in 
existence for the past sixty years, there 
was only one Scout for every two hundred 
School children. He assured that the 
Government was prepared to assist the 
Scout organisation if it showed improve- 
ment. Sri Kagodu Thimmappa, who 
presided, called upon the Scouters and 
Guiders to dedicate themselves to the 
Movement and cautioned them against 
divisive forces in the youth movements. 
Smt. M. R. Lakshamma proposed a vote 
of thanks and the function terminated with 
the National Anthem. 


After dinner the Sub-Camps had their 
camp-fire separately. 


13th December 1980 


After inspection, flag and prayers by 
the respective sub-camps, a general 
assembly was held at 8.30 a.m. The 
participants were briefed by the Director 
about who is who at the State Head- 
quarters and the National Headquarters. 
The Scouters and Guiders were divided 
into groups for the sections of Cubs, 
Scouts, Bulbuls and Guides. Sri K. B. 
Nanjappa, the State Training Com- 
missioner (S) gave a brief talk about 
Programme Planning. He laid emphasis 
on planning, execution, review and feed- 
back. The following were the groups :

The Groups then started their dis- 
cussion on Programme Planning. A 
specially designed planning sheet was 
supplied to each of the participants along 
with a key-note paper prepared by 
Sri K. B. Nanjappa. Each Group was 
assisted by a Counsellor. At 11.00 a.m. 
the Scouters and Guiders were assembled 
and Sri Nanjappa reviewed the group 
discussions. The State Chief Commissioner 
and the State Commissioner (S) were then 
introduced to the participants. The State 
Commissioner (S), Sri V. P. Deenadayalu 
Naidu observed that the Scouters and 
Guiders should be up-to-date with their 
knowledge of the Scout and Guide skills. 
He emphasised that the unit leader is an 
important person and that he or she 
should implement the programme planned 
at this Indaba and also to bridge the 
communication gap between the unit, the 
District and the State. 


The State Chief Commissioner, 
Sri Kondajji Basappa, then addressed the 
participants and appealed to them to build 
up cordial relations between Scouts and 
Guides and lead them on right lines. He 
observed that some Districts were poorly 
represented. He promised that he would 
do his best to help the Scouters and 
Guiders in whatever way possible and 
requested them to take up advanced 
trainings and qualify themselves to prepare 
better Scouts and Guides. Earlier, 
Mrs. Hamida Rahman, State organising 
Commissioner (G) welcomed the State 
Chief Commissioner and the _ State 
Commissioner (S). 
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At 2-30 p.m. Sri K. B. Nanjappa gave 
a brief talk on Troop meeting. There 
was a change in the progarmme. 


An open session was held later. In his 
Opening talk, Sri A. D. Anandan, the State 
Secretary pointed out that our census 
figures are good, our training team is 
good and our camping centres are good 
and said that we as Scouts and Guides 
Should help to build our country. He 
referred to the quantity and quality of 
Scouting and Guiding in Karnataka and 
felt unhappy about the proportion of 
President’s Scouts and President’s Guides 
in the census figures. He appealed to the 
Scouters and Guiders to improve both the 
quality and quantity of Scouting and 
Guiding. The Scouters and Guiders 
posed many of their problems relating to 
registration and renewal of units and 
warrants. They also pointed out the 
delay caused either by the State or by the 
District Associations to fulfil the require- 
ments of Scouters and Guiders. Sri 
S. Audikesavalu replied to the points 
raised by them. At 6.00 p.m. the 
Scouters and Guiders prepared to 
receive Sri T.S. Narayana Rao, 
Secretary to Government, Education and 
Youth Services Department. The State 
Chief Commissioner received the guest 
who declared open the grand Camp-fire 
at which many interesting items were 
contributed by the Scouters and Guiders. 
Sri Rao was highly impressed and in his 
yarn stressed on right type of education 
and proper training to the children from 
the early stages for which the Scout and 
Guide movement is well suited. Its aims 
are high and noble. Baden-Powel] gave 
this movement a unique programme based 
on the Promise and law. The purpose of 
education is to transform human nature 
from evil to good. The message of 
Scouting should reach every home and 


‘Welieol: Money spent on such a laudable 
purpose is an asset in the long run. We 
can afford to put off schemes like building 
dams and generating electricity, but not 
that of educating the people. He conclud- 
ed that the teachers who have come here 
from different parts of the State have a 
worthy role to play in this work. 


Sri A.D. Anandan, the State Secre- 
tary, proposed a vote of thanks and 
appealed to Sri Rao to show sympathetic 
consideration and help the Association in 
its programme of activities. He mentioned 
about the proposed 10-Year Development 
Plan of the Association and requested the 
Education Secretary to sanction liberal 
grants for the implementation of the 
project. After prayers the Camp-fire con- 
cluded. 


14th December 1980 


An impressive Scouts’ and Guides’ 
Own was organised at 7-30 a.m. All the 
participants were present at this solemn 
meeting. 


At 8-30 a.m. a conference of Scouters 
and Guiders started under the chairman- 
ship of Sri A. D. Anandan. Dr. S. B. 
Kausik, Headquarters Commissioner 
(Research and Development) and a veteran 
Scouter in our State gave a talk on the 
responsibilities of unit leaders and point- 
ed out that these are enormous. These 
leaders are the most important persons in 
the Movement and appealed to them to 
bestow their efforts to impart proper 
training to the Scouts and Guides under 
their charge. Later, as Sri A. D. Anandan, 
was busy otherwise, he conducted the 
deliberations of the conference. 


Sri Audikesavalu observed that 
Scouters and Guiders should pay attention 


to correct uniform and badges and in 
raising the standard of the units, taking 
the Scouts and Guides on hikes and 
camps and providing them with interesting 
programmes. 


Smt. Hamida Rahman gave a brief 
talk about Fund-raising. She emphasised 
the various methods of raising funds 
for the effective running of units. Funds 
are essential, but they should not be a 
problem. 


SriM. Halagappa spoke about the 
criteria for honorarium. He referred to 
the procedure followed by the State 
Headquarters and suggested that Scouters 
and Guiders should evolve a common 
procedure in their group discussions. 


Major M.R. Narayan Singh presented 
a paper on *“‘Community Development 
and Community Service’? and the role 
played by Scouts and Guides in this 
respect. Copies of the paper were distri- 
buted to the participants. | 


The participants were divided into 


‘groups and each group was assigned a 


problem for discussion. 


1. Raising the standard of the Scout 
and Guide units. 


2. Fund-raising for the units. 


Procedure for payment of 
honorarium. 


4. Various badges that could be 
instituted through which the 
Community Service and Develop- 
ment work could be undertaken. 


At 11-30 a.m. a plenary session was 
held. The groups presented their reports. 
Dr. S. B. Kausik who chaired the session 
referred briefly to the reports and the 
session concluded. 


Sti Audikesavalu appealed to the 
participants to contribute liberally 
towards the busts of Lord and Lady Baden- 
Powell proposed to be installed at Besant 
Park in the near future. 


The Valedictory function: The Finale 


His Excellency the Governor of 
Karnataka, Sri Govindnarain and Smt. 
Chandragovindnarain arrived at Besant 
Park at 4-15 p.m. He was accorded a rous- 
ing reception with an impressive Guard 
of Honour. He reviewed the Scouters and 
Guiders at the parade and went round 
the Besant Park Camping and Training 
Centre. Later, at the assembly Smt. 
Chandragovindnarain gave away the 
certificates. The Governor in his speech 
mentioned the place of Scouts & Guides 
of Karnataka on the international map 


and praised the Association for its work 
and service during the past many decades. 


He said that he was pleased to note 
the activities of the Association from 
time to time. He welcomed the develop- 
mental programme undertaken by the 
Association and was happy that the 
Government of Karnataka was helping 
this organisation in all ways. He wished 
the members of the Bharat Scouts & Guides 
of Karnataka a bright future. 


Sri V. P. Deenadayalunaidu, State 
Commissioner (S) proposed a hearty vote 
of thanks to Governor and Smt. 
Chandragovindnarain for visiting the 
camp site and meeting the Scouters and 
Guiders on the final day of the Indaba 
which ended a very successful gathering 
of the Scouters and Guiders of the State.
